CPAPE HARVEST
5 NEARLY OVER

Paw Paw Crop Will Total
About 60 Carloads.
Fruit is Fine.

TEN PER CENT OF LAST YER

About 600 Carloads Were Sent From
This Section Last Year. Prices
High this Season.

The grape harvest is progressing rap-
idly. While the crop is exceediogly
light this season, a better quality of
fruit was never shipped from any station
than has beeu sent out from Paw Paw

this year.

Soon after the freezs last spring it was
predicted that there would be about a
quarter of a crop, Later it was thought
that 10 per cent of & crop would be a
good average. The latter estimats proved
to be pearly correct. There have been
shipped from this station to date, about
i0 carloads of grapes and the crop is
two thirds barvested. lo all probability
there will have been shipped when the
season 18 flnished about 60 carloads.
Last season's crop from Paw Paw to-
tulled just 505 carloads.

As already stated, the quality of the
fruit is exceptionall fine and the price
correspondingly high., The prevailing
price has been from 20 to 24 cents for
eight pound baskets, while some have
gone & httle above that notch.

Some growers have fared better in the
way ol yield thau others. The crop on
the Hollingsworth farm was all picked
and barvested Tuesday. There were 20
acres in the vipeyard and the crop yield-
ed 4,000 baskets, It sold for nearly 24
cents per basket. Others that might be

mentioped had scarcely epough to pay
tor the pickiag,

One siogular feature about this sea-
son’'s crop is the fast that thoee who

have seemingly psid the lenst attention
to the growing crop have harvested the
best crops vineyards that were
literally alive with the rot last season
have grown a fair crop of excelient
grapes this year. Of course it would not
be safe for growers as & geoaral rule to
runo their viveyards upon this theory,
for it 18 absolutely pecessary to take
the proper care of the ground and vioes
and do the requisite amount of spraying
for the rot. Tue short crop this season,
however, has resulted in maoy sur.
prises,
